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City Council agrees to buy 


property for new landfill 


The Elba City Council is 
reportedly facing a money crisis, but 


voted Monday night to buy some 


land needed for a landfill, some 
railroad property, and noted the 
need to buy either one or two new 
garbage trucks, costing between 
$150- and $175 thousand. 

Land owned by the Mulberry 
Baptist Association is being con- 
sidered for a new dry landfill. It is 
located to the left of the Samson 
Highway, adjacent to the railroad on 
the north. The council authorized 
Mayor Bob English to negotiate for 
the property. 

Purchase is contingent upon 
getting right-of-way to the property 
and approval of Alabama Depart- 
ment of Environmental Management 
(ADEM). English said the land 
drained well and he expected no 
trouble with ADEM. The landline is 
located several hundred yards from 
the highway, and written permission 
to cross must be given or purchased 
before the deal is closed. English 
added the city planned to sell some 
commercial and/or residential 
property to pay for this purchase. He 
added that additional space was 
needed because the area off 
Industrial Blvd. is fast filling up. He 
explained that to move forward any 
further would destroy some prime 
industrial property. 

Railroad property from Plant 
Avenue to the levee will be pur- 
chased by the city and part resold to 
adjoining property owners. A 100-ft. 
wide strip of railroad bed will be 
bought for $5000. Then 35 feet on 


“éach side will be offered to the 


adjoining property owners - Nasco on 
one side and Lamar Hall on the 
other, They will pay $1259 each for 
the land. This will insure Elba 
permanent access to the levee and to 
the old railroad trestle that is a 
historic monument. 

Council member Jack Prescott 
was joined by Council member John 
W. Sharpless in urging English to 


consider permanently closing the 
gap in the levee, previously used by 
the railroad tracks, which have been 
removed. They noted the timbers 
were hard to insert during high 
water times and there was really no 
further need for the gap. They 
agreed that steps over the levee 
would help those wanting to view the 
trestle. 


The garbage truck problem could 
come to a head soon or within the 
coming months. A Montgomery firm 
is negotiating with the county 
commission on taking over the 
landfill, and English said they had 
told him the operation would be 
moved to Dale County. This would 
cost more in travel time, and would 
probably include an increased 
monthly rate. Also, he reported the 
health department is upset over 
leaks in the present trucks and 
repairs are becoming almost 
impossible, The council 
recommended English get a bid from 
this firm on handling the local 
garbage pickup also. It was agreed 
this could save the local citizens 
money in the long run. 


Recreation director Dennis Smith 
presented recommended rules for 
the new swimming pool. The council 
approved his suggestions which 
included hours of operation and 
charges of SOc for children and $1 for 
adults. A $30 season ticket is 
available and night party reserva- 
tions can be made for $35, which 
includes. two lifeguards, 

Smith estimated it would cost 
$580 a week plus chemicals to 
operate the pool and he hoped the 
fees would make the facility break 
even, at least during the first part of 
the summer. There will be three 
trained lifeguards on duty at all 
times. 

Mayor English was _ less 
optimistic on the costs. He noted that 
others who operate similar size pools 


indicate they were happy to lose only 
$200 a week on the facility. 


Prescott asked if the city fur- 
nished ball equipment for all local 
programs. Smith explained the city 
furnished everything for the youth 
programs, but not the adults. 

The Elba General Hospital has 
contracted with Campbell 
Ambulance Service to provide 
transfer service between hospitals. 
The city was asked to help with a 
$1,000-a-month subsidy and 
approved English’s recommended 
$200 a month. He noted it would 
save the city this much in gas and oil 
for the local Rescue Squad which has 
been making such runs. However, 
Campbell's has qualified paramedics 
which the local squad doesn’t. Also 
these people are paid workers, 
whereas the local Rescue Squad is 
all-volunteer people who must leave 
their jobs to make runs. 

It was explained that the local 
rescue squad would still handle all 
runs to the hospital and Campbell's 
would make the transfers. English 
said this was very satisfactory with 
the local Rescue Squad, hospital and 
with Campbell's. 


Locking and unlocking the gate at 
the Elba Country Club each day was 
discussed. Police Chief John White 
said it actually saved time to do this. 
Investigating of vandalism at the 
club takes a lot of time; handling of 
the gate-locking keeps out most of 
he said. The .council had no 


objections as long as it was done 


during routine patrol of the area. 
The council formally approved 
action of the zoning board in 
rezoning property on Bypass Street 
from MH-1 and R-1 to B-2. English 
said this was for construction of a 
day care center. Also approved was 
borrowing of money to pay for the 
new street sweeper and fire truck 
This is a 30-day loan until a 
certificate of deposit matures.

Commission grants retirement 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 28, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted unanimously to 
pay ex-sheriff H.D. Tillman a 
monthly retirement pension of $700. 

Tillman, who is now 82 years old, 
served as sheriff of Coffee County for 
24 years and has been eligible for a 
pension for 11 years under a legis- 
lative act, only to go without 
retirement benefits until Monday's 
meeting. 

The commission agreed that 
Sheriff Tillman had served the 
county well during his years in office 
and stated it regretted the fact that 
the pension had not been started 
back in 1975. 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m. with all members present, 
and after the approval of the minutes 
of the April 14 meeting settled into a 
routine and quiet meeting. 

County maintenance supervisor 
John Flowers reported the re-roofing 
at the county office complex had 
been completed. The re-roofing of 
the Farm Center arena has hit a 
snag, however, as Flowers told the 
commission additional work needed 
on the decking would add approxi- 
mately $3,000 to the bill. 

The commission questioned the 
supervisor about means of cutting 
back in other areas and then 
approved the additional work. 

Buddy Bowers, representing the 
Bullock Volunteer Fire Dept., stated 
the rural agency was in ‘‘dire need of 
a building to house the fire trucks.”" 

Bowers reported a 36’ x 32’ 
building would cost approximately 
$4,000 and asked the commission for 
any financial aid possible. 

The commission tabled any 
action until the May 12 meeting to 
allow the commission clerk to see if 
the Bullock Volunteer Fire Dept. had 
ever received any aid from the 
county. 

Soil Conservation Service 
officials Steve Musser and Martin 
Moates told the commission that 
funds were finally available to begin 
gully stabilization on the Harold 
Godwin Road. Bids on the project 
will be let on June 24, with actual 
construction set to begin in August. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission:

William Stinson Jr. was born in 
Elba on February 3, 1918, to 
William and Emma Stinson. He is 
married to the former Mildred 
Humphry, New Orleans, La. They 
have five children: Winifred, 
Karen, Gerald, Denice, and 
Marcha. The three girls are in 
Washington, Winfred is in New 
Orleans, and Gerald in California. 

He was educated. at Elba 
Elementary and Colored High 
School, Elba; Buffalo Technical 
High School, including studies at 
Erie County Technical College in 
specialized subjects. He studied at 
the University of Maryland, and 
served in the U.S. Navy. 

He is a Mason, Ionic Lodge #88, 
F&AM in Buffalo and an elk, 
member of Chamber of Commerce 
(Buffalo), William Street Business- 
men’s Association and Retail Liquor 
Dealers Association. 

He is a member of Elba Zion 
Baptist Church, Elba, Rev. John 
Grayer, pastor. His hobbies 
include fishing, golf and gardening. 

Mr. Stinson said, ‘I left Elba at 
age 17, Times were hard in Elba, 
with the only jobs available were 
for women as domestics, or farm 
work. My father was a carpenter 
but didn’t get anything much for 
what he did. I remember Sud 
Terry, Scott Lindsey and Alto Jeter 
had small grocery stores. For the 
children, there was nothing to do 
after school but play, 


“On the square in Elba, there 
was a flowing well or water 
fountain, and once the pipes burst 
and water was all over the place. 
Water ran into the yard of Uncle 
Fint (P.F.) Stinson; his house was 
near the jail (still there). Uncle Fint 
dug a big hole for the kids and we 
called it our swimming pool. 

“Nevertheless, I decided to 
better my life and living conditions, 
and making a living was better in 
New York. 

“After leaving Buffalo, I took a 


job with an import company in 
Maryland (Bunkingham Corp.). I 
worked with the company about 
three years. Later I met a very 
wealthy black man who had 
recently purchased a shopping 
center and wanted me to set up a 
store for him, and train other 
employees in the retail liquor store 
and imported wines. 

‘I've owned a retail liquor 
store, landromat, cocktail lounge 
and numerous rental properties. | 
was still longing for home (Elba). 

‘I came back to Elba for Uncle 
Fint’s funeral and I noted how the 
attitude of the races had changed, 
even then. And by the time I came 
again for Mrs. Ethel Anderson’s 
funeral, I realized Elba was living 
in a ‘new day.’ 

“I've always been respectful 
and never bothered with fighting. I 
worked a while with Bobby King in 
Elba, selling mobile homes. It was 
‘King and Turner Mobile Homes.’ 


‘‘When I went back upstate, it 
seemed the people were so rowdy 
and it was like living in a jungle. I 
really decided then to come home.”’ 

Mr. Stinson is a_ retired 
businessman and lives on Rt. 2, 
Elba, where he has garden crops. 

‘*No place like home.”’ 


Mrs. Mildred Humphry Stinson 
was born in New Orleans, to King 
and Charlotte Humphry. She is 
married to William Stinson Jr., and 
they have five children (as 
previously named), and she is a 
member of Elba Zion Baptist 
Church. She was educated at 
McDonaugh High School in 
Louisiana, and McDonaugh 35 
Normal and High School. 

While raising her five children, 
Mrs. Stinson realized the important 
role education played in the 
development of young men and 
women. It was during this time 
she enrolled as a freshman when 
her youngest was a senior in 
college (she had vowed that she 
would some day return to the 
classroom). She graduated from 
New York State 
Teachers with a B.S. in Special 
Education. Three years later she 
went to work with the New York 
public school system. Subsequent 
to. relocating in Maryland, she 
taught with the Baltimore City 
School System. Mrs. Stinson was 
head of the Special Education 
Department of Roland Park Junior 
High School in ‘Baltimore, 
Maryland. 

The department consisted of 12 
teachers’ and one nurse. She was 
responsible for scheduling of 
classes, reading and evaluating 
tests, placement of students, seeing 
that proper monitoring was done on 
all mainstreamed students, and 
making and sending out on time 
proper federal information and 
progress reports. A: 

While in Baltimore, she earned 
her M.S. in Guidance and 
Counseling from nearby Johns 
Hopkins University. She chose 
Guidance and Counseling because 
she felt it would help her better 
serve the special children she was 
teaching. Not yet completely 
satisfied, she enrolled in a program 
which would lead to a degree in 
administration and supervision. 
After completing 30 hours toward a 
second Master's degree, her 
studies were again interrupted by 
relocation - this time to Alabama. 

Two years ago Mrs. Stinson was 
employed as the director of 
Elementary Special Education at 
Coffee Springs. (Before that, she 
taught in Elba as a_ substitute.) 
During these two years, she has 
been responsible for the entire 
elementary program. 

Mrs. Stinson has established a 
high degree of rapport with 
classroom teachers, administrators, 
and students in the time she has 
been here. She loves her work with 
special students; her love is obvious 
and is readily perceived by her 
students. 

In her own words, Mrs. Stinson 
has said, ‘Teachers should be 
continually aware that each learner 
is an individual, uniquely different 
in physical characteristics, per- 
sonality and general capacity.” 

“I sincerely think that every 
student is capable of learning 
something and of making a 
contribution,’ 

Mrs. Stinson was named 
Geneva County Elementary Teacher 
of the Year last week during the 
county school board meeting. 

She is truly an outstanding 
teacher and person in every way. 

I was looking forward to the 
interview with the Stinsons. Their 
home is located on Rt. 2, Elba, at a 
place I knew as ‘‘Five Points.” 

The view from their spacious 
nine-room brick house is not 
spoiled by subdivisions, and their 
lawn is well-kept. The inside is 
something to see. Mrs. Stinson 
loves company, and both of them 
are hard-working pornle. 

After moving back to this small 
southern town, Mrs, Stinson said 
she cried her eyes out at first, but 
now she loves their home in the 
country where Mr. Stinson keeps 
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busy raising vegetables, rabbits 
and chickens, and Mrs. Stinson is 
doing the work she loves - teaching 
special education. 

Mr. and Mrs, Stinson have 
already earned a_ distinctive 
reputation for their values and 
community spirit. 

There may have been difficult 
times in the past, but they are 
determined that today - and 
hopefully in the years to come - 
they realize there are two things 
they can believe in: God and 
themselves. 

You two are great - and I 
wouldn’t have missed visiting with 
you for the world! Thanks for the 
interview -- I loved it!

Dickinson states cutbacks won’t affect civilians 


The recently announced cutback 
at Ft. Rucker is a source of major 
concern in Elba as well as the entire 
Wiregrass aréa. In a recent letter to 
The Elba Clipper from Congressman 
Bill Dickinson, Congressman 
Dickinson stated cutbacks would not 
affect civilian workers. 

Following is a copy of Dickinson's 
letter, which pertains to all residents 
of this area: 


A great deal of attention has been 
given recently to the announced $10 
million cutback in flight training at 
Fort Rucker. I want to take this 
opportunity to explain the situation 
and try to alleviate some of the 
concern expressed by the 
communities surrounding Fort 
Rucker. . 

First of all, the $10 million 
reduction is not expected to affect 
the Army's civilian work force, The 
25 percent figure that has been 
bandied about applies only to the 
reduction in the number of students 
who will participate in the flight 
training program -at Fort Rucker 
during the remaining five months of 


fiscal 1986 year -ending on 
September 30. Further, those 
reductions in flight training, 
represent only 1.5 percent in a total 
budget of $640 million which Fort 
Rucker is slated to receive. 

As Congressman from the Wire- 
grass, I have been in contact with 
General Parker and the Pentagon on 
this issue and they are aware of my 
strong concern for the welfare of the 
base and the _ surrounding 
communities. Together, the General 
and I are determined to work 
together on this and other issues to 
ensure that the effects of any 
reductions are kept to a minimum, 

Fortuantely, my work in 
Congress and the support of my 
colleagues over the years have made 
the missions of both Fort Rucker and 
Maxwell/Gunter centrally important 
to their respective services. Rucker is 
the center of Army Aviation, which 
was recently made a separate branch 
of the Army, Maxwell is the center of 
Education for the Air Force and 
Gunter is the central importance to 
Air Force communications. 

The only personnel cuts that 


might be made for this year, and 
those are uncertain, would be made 
by those companies who contract 
their services to the Army at Fort 
Rucker. Those companies would 
include: Sikorsky, which holds the 
contract for helicoptor maintenance; 
DWS, holder of the flight training 
contract; and Epps, which contracts 
for the supply of fuel to the base. 

The level of funding for next 
year, though, remains under- 
termined as Congress tries to meet 
the requirements of the Gramm/- 
Rudman because of its unfair impact 
on our nation’s defense, but it is law, 
and we must live with its required 
reduction, both good and bad. 

There is no danger in my mind, 
however, that either Fort Rucker or 
Maxwell/Gunter will suffer 
permanently from the Gramm- 
Rudman cuts that are planned. In 
fact, their stature in our defense 
structure will ensure that they suffer 
less than most of the other bases 
across the country because they are 
vital to out national security.
